Bonavita Complaint On 
Council Back Burner

Although threatening to bubble over at any minute, 
the Elaine Bonavita matter has been placed on the Town 
Council’s back burner. 

On Monday night the Council decided at a special ses¬ 
sion to refer the question of how to investigate a town 
department that “may or may not have” disseminated 
Ms. Bonavita’s arrest records to the Rules Committee. 
By a vote of 14-0, with Ms. Bonavita abstaining, the 
Council voted to refer the matter to committee. 

To some in attendance at the meeting, the action was 
unpopular. After Ms. Bonavita rose to ask the Council 
President, “Now what will happen?”-a voice from the 
gallery exclaimed, “It will get railroaded.’’ 

But according to Donald Bartnik who chairs the 
Rules Committee, that will not happen. “Anything we 
decide in that committee still has to be approved by the 
Council as a whole. All we’ll do is make some recom¬ 
mendations, and then the Council will pass on them.” 

Monday’s special Council session was called at the re¬ 
quest of Councilor Walter Kerr, so that the Council 
could establish “the lawful procedures under which it 
would conduct an investigation of a town department.” 

Kerr’s request for legal advice from the Town’s 
solicitor, Lambert Ollari, did not produce a definitive 
opinion concerning the Town Council’s powers of in¬ 
vestigation. Ollari said he was “pressed for time,” and 
was able only to respond to specific legal questions pos¬ 
ed by Kerr and did not provide the Council with a com¬ 
prehensive statement as to its powers under the Charter. 
The matter was then referred to the rules committee. 

Richard Theroux, who has opposed Ms. Bonavita’s 
efforts to obtain a Council investigation, maintained 
that his opposition is based on a “considered opinion of 
the Council’s responsibility under the Charter,” and 
bears “no personal malice” toward Bonavita. 

“This is an unfortunate situation for Ms. Bonavita;

Council Approves 
Funds For Nurses

Last Monday evening, the Agawam Town Council 
approved the transfer of $5,000 from the General 
Reserve Fund to the Health Department salaries ac¬ 
count in order to facilitate a positive plan of action to 
combat the continuing problem with head lice in our 
schools. 

Acting Town Manager Edward Caba indicated to the 
Councilors that he and Health Director Ronald Young 
had devised a plan whereby nurses and mothers who 
have been checking children in town schools on a 
volunteer basis since last November could now be hired 
to work on a set schedule. These volunteers will be paid 
at the rate of S3.14 per hour as stipulated in the Town 
Charter for substitute nurses. 

The planned procedure revolves around each school 
nurse directing operations within her own school with 
the volunteers hired to work directly under her supers i 
sion. Each school with grades kindergarten through 7 
will be completely checked by the full team of nurses 
once each week for four weeks and provision has been 
made for rcchecks on .suspect children and fo< spot 
checks on all others throughout the week. Daily reports 
will be turned in to the Health Department. 

The number of volunteers hired for each school has 
been determined by the school’s population. Granger 
will have 6; Robinson, 6;Clark, 5; Phelps, 5; Danahy, 3; 
Peirce, 3; and Middle, 9. 

The latest figures reported by the Health Office for 
this week indicate that Granger School had two cases on 
Monday, January 28, and no other cases were found 
there or at any of the other schools since Monday. The 
serious problem at Phelps seems to have abated with 
figures ranging from a high on January 18 of 25 cases to 
11 on January 21, 2 on Januar? 22, 6 on January 23, 1 
on January 24, and none from then on. 

A few isloated cases have been found last week at 
Robinson and Danahy, but none at all have been 
reported for this week.

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Acting Town Manager Caba commented that he is 
still trying to determine a method whereby the school 
nurses can be returned to the supervision of the School 
Department. 

“I have a meeting on Friday with the Elections Divi¬ 
sion of the Secretary of State’s Office in Boston,” C^ba 
explained. “We plan to investigate a procedure which 
would allow our Town Council to petition for the 
transfer of the nurses back to the School Department 
under the Home Rule Ammendment 13B. We’ll know 
more about it after Friday.” 

For the present, Caba indicated his opposition acquir¬ 
ing additional help from the various medical personnel 
agencies in the area. These offices charge fees as high as 
$11.00 per hour, with a large percentage of that going to 
the agency, not to the actual nurse.” 

Caba concurred with Young’s decision to hire nurses 
from town who, for the most part, have children in our 
schools and who have been volunteering much time and 
effort over the last few months and have acquired con¬ 
siderable expertise in identifying infested individuals.

as a human being, I feel badly for her. But as a Coun¬ 
cilor, I have certain obligations,” Theroux stated. Ac¬ 
cording to him, those obligations do not include in¬ 
vestigating “That appears to be a criminal complaint.” 
The Town Council is “a governmental body, not a 
judicial body,” he said. 

Under Article 2:11 of the Town Charter, the Council 
retains the power of investigation, but according to 
Theroux, those powers are for “scrutinizing Town 
departments as a check on the power of the Town 
Manager.” 

At the Council meeting, Francis Colli concurred. 
“The Council is supposed to investigate budgetary mat¬ 
ters,” Colli told his colleagues, “but we have no power 
when it comes to complaints of a civil or criminal 
nature.” 

The matter is scheduled to emerge from the rules 
committee within- two weeks and be placed again on the 
Council’s agenda. -Some Councilors have expressed the 
feeling that the Bonavita matter is preventing the coun¬ 
cil from acting on the “more important business of the 
town.” 

One of those Councilors, Richard Therous, said: 
“The guy across the street elected me to represent him 
on a wide range of things that effect him as a taxpayer 
and a Town citizen. Because of this issue, I haven’t been 
able to do that.” An issue that concerns Theroux is the 
selection of the next Town Manager, a matter that 
“could be lost in the Bonavita case/’ he said. 

Others say the only way to deal with the current crisis 
is to confront it quickly and directly. Although Coun¬ 
cilor Donald Rheault voted for Theroux’s amendment, 
he told the Council earlier, “Article 2:11 really gives us 
our guidelines clearly and specifically:* it’s all in black 
and white.” 

Councilor Bartnik says he will place the question of 
Council investigation procedures on the Rules Commit¬ 
tee’s agenda for the next meeting. He expects no dif¬ 
ficulty in reporting back to the Council within two 
weeks.

School Committee 
Outlines New 
Smoking Policy

At a meeting held last Tuesday evening, the Agawam 
School Committee voted in favor of a tenative policy 
governing students smoking at Agawam High School. 

'The policy as proposed, would permit students who 
have obtained parental permission, after participating 
in a program designed to instruct them in the hazards of 
smoking, and who display designated ID cards signify¬ 
ing such parental permission to smoke in the courtyard 
at the center of the high school. 

Considerable discussion from members of the com¬ 
mittee and from High • School Principal David 
Theodorowicz focused on the need for parental involve¬ 
ment in the decision as to whether or not their children 
would be allowed permission to smoke while at the 
school. 

j Committee member Walter Balboni flatly stated, 
“It’s time for us to place the responsibility for such ac¬ 
tion right where it belongs, with the parents. If a parent 
gives his permission for a student to smoke, who are we 
to overrule that?” 

Thomas Ennis, who initially voted against the pro¬ 
posal in its original form, changed his vote upon 
reconsdieration to include in the policy a provision for 
students’ displaying of ID cards which signify parental 
permission. 

“I don’t see this designated area as our approval of 
smoking, but rather as an attempt to control what has 
become a big problem,” said Ennis. “If we can ensure 
that those students who do use the courtyard to smoke 
have their parents permission to do so, then I’ll go along 
with this policy.” 

High School Principal Theordorowicz had previously 
made a brief presentation of his view, as well as that of a 
majority of the teachers at the high school, that the pre¬ 
sent no-smoking policy was unrealistic. 

“Right now,” Theodorowicz explained, “we have an 
unenforcable rule that kids laugh at. Hundreds of kids 
smoke at our school, and though we do what we can do 
to curb it, we cannot enforce a no-smoking policy.” 

He went on to comment that his research shows that 
only two schools in the area have no smoking policies, 
and one of those with such a policy provides sand 
buckets in all of the rest rooms in the building. 

Theodorowicz continued his explanation saying, “I 
feel discipline is being undermined by stipulating a rul¬ 
ing that simply cannot be enforced. I prefer to sec kids 
smoke in a confined area that can be controlled than in 
other areas such as the slope which are subject to out¬ 
side influences.” 

He expressed his belief that much of the smoking 
done in other areas of the building would be eliminated 
if the courtyard was designated to be used. He said that 
teachers could be stationed at the doors to the courtyard 
and would only allow students with proper IDs showing 
parental permission into the area to smoke. Anyone 
caught smoking in other areas of the school or grounds 
ould be subject to disciplinary procedures such as 
ispension or even permanent exclusion from school. 

The motion as recondsidered to include Mrf'Balboni’s 
ammendment on parental permission passed on a 4-2 
vote with Richard Borgatti absent. Mrs. Roberta Doer¬ 
ing and Mrs. Jessie Fuller voted against the policy. 

This policy, which has been the subject of con- , 
siderable controversy for months will be presented for 
its first reading at the next regularly scheduled meeting 
of the board on Tuesday, February 12th.

Tennis Enthusiasts Want Lighting For New Courts 


Taxes? Investments? Consumerism? 


This group of tennis enthusiasts met to discuss lightning of the 
new high school tennis courts. 

Money Management? Financial Planning? 


Why would the town of Agawam construct five new 
tennis courts at the high school and not provide lights 
for evening play? 

That is the question posed by a number of local tennis 
buffs at a meeting held on Wednesday evening, January ^ 
23rd at the Agawam Public Library. 

Although no member of the High School Renovation 
Committee was present to answer questions, Rudy 
Altobelli expressed the belief that lights were excluded 
from their plans because lighted courts at Phelps School 
and Shea’s Field were under-utilized. 

That argument, as well as the concern that maintain¬ 
ing the lights with taxpayer dollars would be costly, was 
rejected by those in attendance. 

Altobelli, acting as spokesman for the group, stated, 
“Both the Phelps and Shea’s sites are in remote loca¬ 
tions and are known hangouts for Agawam’s version of 
youth gangs. Also, the courts arc in poor condition and 
arc poorly maintained. As a result, residents travel to 
other towns to play.” 

Because the new high school courts arc on a highly 
travelled road, the group feels that they arc not apt to 
become a local hangout for youth. They expressed the 
notion that if the courts were well-maintained in plea¬ 
sant, safe surroundings, many Agawam tennis en¬ 
thusiasts would be anxious to use them. 

In response to the concern of using tax dollars to 
maintain the lights, the group proposed the payment of 
an annual fee by those interested in using the courts at 
night. The fee would be paid through the Parks and 
Recreation Department which would be responsible for 
handling court reservations. 

A sub-committee was formed that evening to present 
this recommendation to the School Renovation Com¬ 
mittee.

Personality Factor In 
Police Chief Issue 


Did someone change the Town Charter while f wasn’t 
looking? If not, there’s been a terrible mistake made! I 
thought we only had 15 Town Councilors - there were 
only 15 elected in the recent town election. Where did 
that sixteenth person come from? Hasn’t anyone told 
Mr. Moreno that he didn't win the at-large seat he was 
running for in November? 

If he was told, he apparently didn’t understand the 
implications of losing - namely that he would not be 
allowed to participate in Town Council meetings in any 
role other than that of spectator. His highly audible 
comments - made from the sidelines at recent Council 
meetings - is disturbing - to say the least. Mr. Moreno is 
totally out of line when he attempts to interject his opi¬ 
nions during Town Council meetings. If the people 
wanted you to govern our town, Mr. Moreno, they 
would have voted you into office! 

However, we can’t place all of the blame on Mr. 
Moreno. I have to wonder why Council Chairman 
Fieldstad allows Mr. Moreno to make a travesty of 
Council meetings which, even without Mr. Moreno, 
leave a lot to be desired. 

Then again, what about the Councilors to whom most 
of Mr. Moreno’s comments are directed? People might 
begin to wonder to whom they owe their allegiance - the 
citizens of Agawam as a whole, or Mr. Moreno as an in¬ 
dividual? In most instances, I’m sure they would say 
that they represent all of the people, and this is probably 
true. However, in a town already wracked with dissen- 
tion, favoritism, and political scandal of the type that 
has kept us in the news and held us up to ridicule by sur¬ 
rounding communities,we don’t need Mr. Moreno’s 
theatrics. If Mr. Moreno were truly interested in this 
town’s welfare, he would find a constructive way to 
help Agawam iron out all of her internal problems. 

Our Town Council meetings - no matter how good or 
how bad - should be conducted with decorum. After all, 
we arc dealing with Agawam’s government - our only 
government - and not some coffee clatch at Friendly’s.

The Budget: Fact or Fantasy 


Like many issues in Agawam these days, the question 
of putting the police chief on civil service is extremely 
divisive. And like other issues, it is difficult to say how 
much personalty may be figuring into the debate. 

It is no secret that the current police chief and his 
department are the subjects of widespread speculation 
concerning the dissemination of the arrest records of 
Councilor Elaine Bonavita. Ms. Bonavita would clearly 
like to investigate the department and have its police 
chief directly answerable to her allegations. 

She is, in fact, making a powerful argument for hav¬ 
ing the police chief accountable to the Town Council, 
which wou'd mean having a police chief who is not on 
civil service. 

Yet that is not the way she has voted. Ms. Bonavita 
has vociferously supported returning the position of 
police chief to civil service status, which would make the 
police chief even less accountable to the Town Council, 
which she clearly does not want. 

What she, and certain others may want, is the 
removal of the police chief by any means. But as she 
should understand better than anyone, the “means” by 
which someone accomplishes something in government 
and public life are often critical. 

The matter of returning the police chief to civil service 
should be debated on the merits of that issue alone, and 
not on the basis of the,personality of the current police 
chief. ' • ' 

The town of Agawam and its police department will 
survive long after the current chief and the controversies 
have passed. What must be decided is what is good for 
the town in the long run. 

If Ms. Bonavita believes that a police chief should, in 
Richard Theroux’s words, “be accountable to the ap¬ 
pointing body,” she should be in favor of maintaining 
his current status, not opposed. Republicans do not op¬ 
pose the institution of the Presidency simply because 
they dislike Jimmy Carter. 

Ms. Bonavita may well argue that, if the police chief 
is accountable, why hasn’t he accounted in the current 
crisis? That issue still has not been decided. But at least 
no one has questioned the principle of the Police Chief’s 
accountablity to the council, as well they might, if he 
were on civil service. 


Amidst the pomp and circumstance of a joint session j 
of the House and Senate, Governor King last week 1 
delivered the budget for Fiscal 1981. Predictably reac¬ 
tions to the $5.88 billion budget were mixed. 

The budget is the blueprint for the expenditure of 
your tax dollars. Over the next several months the 
Governor’s budget recommendations will be analyzed, 
inspected and alternatives will be presented by Commit¬ 
tees, legislators, advocacy organizations and citizens 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Governor King termed his budget “lean”. In his 
message to the Legislature, the Governor stated, “In 
preparing this budget, we recognized what every family 
knows - there is never enough money to pay for 
everything.” In making this statement he may have 
stated a very basic truth - and the major problem - in 
this budget. Many questions need answers. 

How Realistic Is This Budget? 

*The Governor vows no new taxes, yet much of the 
revenue depends on increased fees, tuitions, and other 
such items. Are these not, in effect, increases in the cost 
of living? 

*The Governor promises no tax increases, but focal 
aid, as proposed, does not keep abreast of inflation. 
Isn’t the Governor actually forcing an increase in pro¬ 
perty taxes? 

*If the cities and towns can live within a 4% tax cap, 
should the state not be required to do the same? In his 
message, Governor King stated that for the first time in 
36 years, property taxes have been lowered by $36 
million. The real credit for this accomplishment goes to 
the cities and towns. Why is the state not ably to 
decrease spending by at least that amount? 

*If the revenue estimate of $5,992 billion is accurate, 
there will be a surplus of only $106 million. In light of 
upcoming state employee collective bargaining, 
estimated at $100 million, and any unforseeable 
emergencies, is this not an unsound fiscal policy? Is this 
sufficient cushion? 

*And are the revenue estimates themselves realistic 
given that much of the anticipated revenue depends 
upon factors beyond the Governor’s control? 

*Is this budget so tight as to cause serious deficiencies 
next year and the year after? If so, should we not tackle 
the problem now rather than postpone it? 

Budget Shoudl Reflect The True Picture 

The Governor was correct in stating that every family 
knows there is never enough money Jo pay for 
everything. But he should go further. Just as the family 
budget is an honest appraisal of the financial condition 
and the monies available for the necessities, so too, the 
state budget must be a true picture of th^,state’s fiscal 
condition. And, as each family tries to make the best 
and most efficient use of their money, so too, the Com¬ 
monwealth must work very hard to assure that the tax¬ 
payers’ dollars are used in the most efficient manner 
possible. A hollow budget is of no use to anyone. 

Over the next few months, I will be working on these 
and other questions in committee and on the Floor of 
the House to make this budget a true and workable tool 
so that your tax dollars will not be wasted.

Is there an inexpensive way to probate an estate? 

If a person dies without owning any real estate in his 
or her ou-n name alone, it may be possible to utilize a 
simplified (less expensive) method of probating the 
estate, The other qualifying factor is that the deceased 
must not have owned more than $3,000 in personal 
assets such as a bank account, stocks or antiques. An 
automobile of any value is not ir^hided to arrive at this 
$3,000 figure. 

For example, John may die owning a house, worth 
$75,000, jointly with his wife, a bank account in his own 
name with $2,000 in it and a car worth $6,000. This 
simplified method of probating John’s estate, called 
Voluntary Administration or Voluntary Executorship, 
can be utilized because jointly held property is not in¬ 
cluded only the bank account. The car is not included to 
determine if the assets are under the $3,000 qualifying 
figure. 

This simplified method can be used to probate an 
estate whether or not the person who died left a will. 
The legal fees and associated costs are much lower when 
Voluntary Administration or Voluntary Executorship is 
used. 

One way of avoiding a costly probate then is to keep 
assets held in your ow n name alone under $3,000 (ex¬ 
cluding the value of any automobile) and not to have 
any real estate in your own name alone.

Senator Ted Kennedy feels so sure that he will be the 
next President of the United States he filed his anti-gun 
bill, which is co-sponsored by Rep. Rodino, after he an¬ 
nounced his candidacy for the highest office in the land. 

The bill is 86 pages long and so full of devious 
language that, if passed, law-abiding owners of firearms 
would be in violation of the law by just taking their guns 
out of their houses into their yards. Our country is con¬ 
sidered weakened by countries of the world because the 
present administration by design let our armed security 
deteriorate to a very dangerous level, (e.g., the way this 
country is being batted around by Iran and the Rus¬ 
sians.) 

The Kennedy-Rodino bill will strip the American 
citizen of his right to bear arms and thus weaken this 
country to the point of no return. It is very difficult to 
understand why a person who professes to be a staunch 
American citizen would subject his countrymen to 
possible atrocities by the criminal element in our socie¬ 
ty. Just the possibility that a family might have a gun in 
their home deters the criminal from breaking and enter¬ 
ing and raping family members. 

Right in our own part of the state is a good example 
of having a gun in the home and what it means to the 
criminal. A few years ago in the North End of Spr¬ 
ingfield, Mass., unruly crowds roamed the streets and 
set fires and created havoc to the area. Analysis of the 
situation pointed out that people in the devastated area 
were spared physical harm by intruders breaking into 
their homes. One of the facts being that the rioters did 
not know what homes did not have guns in them. The 
looter is only overbearing when he thinks that he has the 
upper hand in the situation. 

Well, law-abiding citizens are banding together 
throughout the country to protect their right to own 
firearms and the right to protect their families and pro¬ 
perty. For example. New Jersey sportsmen’s efforts 
have turned the state’s politics regarding firearms com¬ 
pletely around in little more than a year. The Coalition 
of New Jersey Sportsmen, an organization that helped 
shape the hunting and firearms provisions of the New 
Jersey State Code, again combined efforts with the 
NRA to ensure political success. The Coalition along 
/.with the NRA was successful in electing 33 of 36 NRA- 
backed candidates. The same took place in Louisiana 
and Virginia. The sportsmen and the NRA worked hard 
in Iowa, and Senator Kennedy took a bath in the 
caucus. It is time that the politician realizes that the 
American citizen wants his rights under the Constitution 
left alone. 

The off-year election results show several things. 
First, sportsmen are organizing themselves into a viable 
political force and are turning,the tide of state elections. 
Second, sportsmen are seeifig that election results are 
directly proportionate to the amount of effort and in¬ 
volvement they put forth into state politics. Third, and 
perhaps ofthe greatest significance, is the idea that the 
political methods of sportsmen and gunowners with 
their grass roots methods of mailings, meetings, time 
and financial donations can spell the political difference 
in any election, whether it be on local, state or federal 
level. 

The era of apathy of sportsmen concerning the 
political scene is coming to a close. Too many people are 
trying to jam their philosophis down our throats. Get 
involved, show them that seek public office we believe 
in the Constitution of the United States and we do not 

want them interfering with our constitutional rights.

Another new addition to the K-9 Unit is a fully equip¬ 
ped K-9 cruiser. Orinially, a 1 Vi year old traffic safety 
wagon with over 100,000 miles on it was used by the K-9 
Unit. The wagon lasted for an additional 50,000 miles 
before it was scrapped and the department donated 
another year-old car which had only 70,000 miles on it. 
Officer Nardi made all the equipment needed to outfit 
the car for K-9 use and installed it on his own time. The 
cruiser is used strictly for the K-9 Unit and for Officer 
Nardi to travel back and forth to training sessions. 

Officer Nardi also trains two additional handlers and 
their dogs for emergency tracking. Kenneth Blair and 
his 4-year-old German Shepherd Eric and Rick Trudell 
and his German Shepherd Thor attend the weeklytrack¬ 
ing sessions offered by Nardi. Ken Blair, a fireman in 
town, and his wife Pat raise, obedience train, and show 
German Shepherds as a hobby. Both Ken and Rick 
donate their time so as to offer additional tracking dogs 
to the K-9 Unit.

At the same time Officer Mezzetti was beginning 
seriously to train Baccha, Officer Donald Loncto was 
searching for a dog suitable for police work and soon 
came across his first dog, Bro. Officer Loncto and Bro 
trained together for four months before it was 
discovered that Bro was afflicted with hip dysplasia, a 
disabling ailment common to German Shepherds which 
made it virtually impossible for him to meet the rigorous 
demands of police work. Bro was given to an understan¬ 
ding family, and Officer Loncto began searching for a 
suitable replacement. Three months later, he found a 
seven month old black German Shepherd which he nam¬ 
ed Hawkins. Hawkins and Officer Loncto have been 
together ever since. Vigorous training sessions along 
with love and patience have resulted in another excellent 
addition to Agawam’s K-9 Unit. 

The newest member of the K-9 Unit is Officer Wayne 
Macey and his dog Nick. Nick is not the only dog Of¬ 
ficer Macey has attempted to train for police work. His 
first dog, Blue, was unsuitable for police work because 
of hip dysplacia, and there didn’t seem to be any 
suitable dogs available at the time. Macey eventually 
found a three month old German Shepherd puppy 
which he named Shadow. Shadow was too young for 
any serious training, so inahe meanwhile, Macey found 
that a 3 year old shepherd named Nick was available. 
Macey is presently training Nick and when Shadow 
reaches the proper age, plans to train him for police 
work also. 

Officer Nardi has also purchased another dog to train 
for police work. Schroder, a year and a half old German 
Shepherd, is the newest addition to the Nardi 
household. Nardi is presently training Schroder, and he 
will soon be used as an alternate for Rags. According to 
Officer Nardi, Schroder has all the makings of an “ex¬ 
cellent police dog.” 

The Agawam Police K-9 Unit has grown through 
many long hours of hard work and dedication on the 
part of both the handlers and the dogs. Officer Nardi, 
who heads the K-9 Unit, spends approximately three to

Don and Hawkins did very little training in the first 
few weeks Hawkins was with us. There were, how'ever, 
many hours of ball-chasing and quiet walks in the 
woods. Hawkins became'used to us and the routine Don 
had set for him and, eventually, he began to trust Don. 
As trust was established, Hawkins became confident in 
himself and his cars and tail stood straight up and alert. 

Officer Nardi, head of the K-9 Unit, decided it was 
time Hawkins started his training. Under his guidance, 
Don and Hawkins began the first step in K-9 training, 
obedience work. 

Training starts with a few short sessions each day and 
is gradually increased as the dog matures. Hawkins, 
eager to please Don, did very well, but once in a while he 
would have an off day. On these occasions, our whole 
dinner hour would be dedicated to listening to why 
Hawkins’ performance was not as it should be. On hjs 
good days, however, we were regularly “treated” to an 
after dinner demonstration by Don and Hawkins. 

After months of obedience work, Officer Nardi and 
Don began attack work with Hawkins. Hawkins seemed 
to me to be a lover, not a fighter, and I again silently 
worried that he wouldn’t make it in attack work. 1 soon 
found that I had underestimated Hawkins. I also 
underestimated the confidence my husband had in his 
dog and the training abilities of Officer Nardi. Hawkins 
was not only willing to do attack work, he enjoyed it. 
He was well on his way to becoming a member of the 
K-9 Unit. 

Officer Nardi has developed a tracking program for 
the dogs and Hawkins and Don attend weekly tracking 
sessions along with other daily training sessions. Track¬ 
ing is a skill that both dog and handler must learn. The 
dog must learn to follow a trail left by a person other 
than his handler. He must also learn to “sniff out” a 
hidden article. The handler must learn to be alert to the 
signals the dog is giving him as he tracks. It is a skill that 
takes some time to develop but with patience and 
persevercnce, both Don and Hawkins learned to track- 
very well. 

During this timg, Hawkins was forming a bond bet¬ 
ween our son Dan and myself. When he is home, he is a 
family dog. Our son’s.favorite game is to ride his bike 
inside our fenced in yard with Hawkins chasing him. 
Occasionally, Hawkins'grabs the back tire of his bike, 
knocks him off and proceeds to lick his face clean 
before Dan can get up. He minds me better than our two 
other dogs and enjoys a good romping session with 
them. He also guards and protects our family and our 
home.

Fuel Saving Gimmicks 
Raise False Hopes 


With the cost of energy soaring, most of us are 
rightfully concerned about being able to meet higher 
energy costs. Naturaly, anything which will help cut 
down on these costs is of great interest to all consumers. 
In the effort to come to grips with the cost of energy, 
people have been on the lookout for ways to save their 
hard earned dollars from going up in smoke with the gas 
in their cars and the oil in their home’s oil burners. 

The time has become ripe for energy related “rip- 
offs.” Beware of advertisements promoting products 
which will dramatically increase your car’s mileage or 
cut your home heating bill in half. Too often, supposed 
energy saving devices are designed to increase th' 
revenue of their marketing agents instead of decreasing 
energy costs for buyers of the devices. 

Congress has delegated to the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion (FTC) the task of “systematically examining” fuel 
economy claims made in advertising for devices which 
arc installed in cars as non-original equipment.. 

The FTC recently investigated five companies which 
were marketing a “gas saving” device called a GR Valve 
and ordered them to stop making misleading claims. 
The claims, such as, “Now, Transform Air Into Fuel” 
and “Guaranteed Gas Savings! It’s A Fact, Save $$ 
While You Drive” were unfounded. 

The device also carried an endorsement from a 
former astronaut who was falsely represented as an ex¬ 
pert in automobile engineering. 

The GR Valve is not the only case that the FTC has 
investigated. The FTC staff has found that a number of 
other purported gas saving devices do not contribute 
significantly to improved fuel economy. Linda C. 
Dorian, Assistant Director for Energy and Product In¬ 
formation of the FTC, warns consumers, “It is essen¬ 
tial, especially in view of the serious gas shortage, that 
consumers be extremely cautious in buying such devices. 
Consumers should be sure that results claimed for the 
devices are based on scientific tests...and not solely on 
user testimonials.-” 

Technological developments in the area of increased 
fuel efficiency will play an increasingly important role in 
helping consumers cope with skyrocketing energy costs. 
But, don’t put all your faith on an instant technological 
creation which will vanquish your energy ills tomorrow. 
Until innovations which radically reduce fuel consump¬ 
tion find their way into the market place, consumers are 
urged to combat rising fuel costs via less sensational but 
proven conservation methods. 

Be more efficient in your use of energy resources by . 
adding more insulation to your home, weather stripping 
doors and windows, and keeping your car tuned for bet- 
tcr mileage. Cutting back on consumption of energy is 
equally crucial. Put on a sweater and turn down the 
thermostat, have your children walk to and from school 
instead of driving them, and car pool to work if public 
transportation is not available. 

These few minor changes in our life styles will do far 
more to alleviate our energy crisis than the gimmicks 
that are being marketed which promise windfall savings 
but deliver only wind.
